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WILL THIS CONFESSION CLEAR UP ’

LONDON, Eneland, Oct. 11.—Edward Bedford surrendered him- 
self to the peilice today stating that he was the man who murdered 
Ethel Kinrade, at Hamilton, Ont., last February. Questioned closely 
regarding the affair, Bedford became moody and would only state 
that he killed Miss Kinrade by shooting her end that he was paid 
$500 by a man whose name he had forgotten, to carry out the deed. 
He had been well supplied with funds, but these had been dissipated 
in riotous living and his cot&eience smote him so that he decided 
to surrender himself to the officials of the law. Th eOntario police 
have been notified and Bedford will likely return to Canada without 
protest. His statement, if proven to be true, will entirely femove the

couse. If so, Lioyd-George’s speech 
means that he and Winston Church- 
iJ!) intend to take the bit between 
their teeth and will have uo com: 
promise, and, above all, no inter- 
vention of high personages to save 
the landlords. 

Without waiting as much as to see 
Premier Asquith, Lloyd-George fired 
off the bitterest philippic against 
dukes, landlords and rich persons, 
generally, that English politics has 
seen since Joseph Chamberlain's 
historic speech in which he jeered 
at those “Who toil not, neither do 
they spin.” 

Queen Victoria never forgave 
Chamberlain. Even his subsequent 
service to Unionism left him a sus- 

ct to governing circles, Will 
Lo vd-George succeed where Cham- 
berlain failed? 

Those who heard Lloyd-George ut 
Newcastle on Saturday say he poured 
out his hot, bitter words with a sort 
of intoxicated joy, with the air ol a 
man who would gladly see the House 
of Lords and everything else over- 
thrown that stands in his way, and 
having set gunpowder on fire he drove 
gaily off foc a week’s motoring holi- 
ay. 

: His Caustic Passages. 

Some of his most caustic passages 
follow: 

“There has been a great slump ip

Refedendum on Budget. 

London, Oct. 12.—The Times gies 
prominence to a étatement that the 
government is contemplating .ubmit- 
ting the finance bill to a referendum 
of the nation. Such a step would be 
unprecedented in ‘British political his- 
tory and would necessitate =; ¢cial 
legislation. According to the Times 
the government long has been con- 
sidering whether in the event cf the 
House of Lords refusing to pass the 
bill it should at once appeal to the 
people by referendum to discover what 
the majority was for or against the 
budget. Doubtless if the government 
should resort to this «expedient it 
would introduce a short bill providing 
for a referendum in this particular 
case and sanctioning the necessary 
expendiiures. 

The rejection of the bill by | the 
House of Lords still may be regarded 
as hypothetical, But if the members 
of that body should refuse to pass it 
on the theory that the country ought 
io be consulted, they hardly could 
withhold their assistance from a refe- 
rendum bill, which then e¢ould be 
possed in a few days.

IN OTTAWA COURT 


Large Amcunt of Money Involved 
in Suit For the Return of $800 
License Fees. 


‘ 


Ottawa, Oct. 1i.—In the Supreme 
Court of Canada today the case of 
York vs. the City of Edmonton, was 
taken up. appellant is the 
proprietor of the Windsor and Alber- 
ta Hotels in the city of Edmonton 
aud paid in respect to each a license 
fee imposed by the city in obtaining 
his liquor licenses, The city suyse- 
quently taxed his floor space not oc- 
cupied by bar room and wine cellars 
on an assessment for business. He 
paid tax under protest and then sued 
to recover back the eight hundred 
dollars from the city on®the ground 
that he had been taxed twice in 7e- 
spect of the same business. 

Justice Stuart decided in his favor 
at the trial, but the full court of Al- 
berta reversed the decision on the 
ground that the license fee was not 
an imposition of a license granted 
under the city charter but was for 
one under the Alberta liquor license 
fact, and that the clause in the city 
charter prohibiting a doubie taxation 
referred merely te those for licenses 
issued under the authority of that 
charter. Judgment was reserved. 

Nesbit, K.C., appeared for the ap- 
pellant, and Chrysler K.C., for the 
respondent. 

The appeal, if alowed means that 
the vity of Edmonton will have to re- 
fund the $400 collected on each le- 
ensed hotel in the city and cannot 
again tax them in this respect until 
the Edmonton charter is amended. 

First Head in February Last. 

The case first came up in the Su- 
preme Court before Mr. Justice Stu- 
art on February 6th, 1909, The act- 
jon was to recover the sum of $800, 
with interest, paid to the city under 
protest by Mr. York in 1908, as ¢er- 
tain liquor license fees for that year. 
The collection of those fees the plain- 
tiff claimed was contrary to the Ed- 
monton charter, section 3, percarem” 
4, title xxxii., which provides: ‘No 
person who is assessed in respect vf 
a#ny business or specia) franchise 
shall be assessed in respect of the ‘n- 
come derived therefrom, and no per- 
son who is assessed in respect of any 
business or special franchise or of 
any income derived therefrom sliall 
be liable to pay a license fee ia re- 
spect of the same business or special 
franchise.” 

_ The Defendants’ Claim. 

The defendants claimed that the 
license fees: were collected under city 
by-laws passed in accordance with 
the provisions of the liquor license 
ordinance. In assessing the hotels 
for business tax the floor space of 
the bar room, wine cellar, ete., were 
excluded and the remainder assessed 
ms were hotele where the sale of 
intoxicating liquors were not carried 
on, The pinintiff vas!net twice as- 
sessed in respect of the same busi- 
ness, the business tax or assessment 
being imposed under the terma of the 
Edmonton charter upon all hotels ir- 
respective of whether intoxicating 
liquors are sold or not; while the <luty 
complained of was imposed under the 
authority of the city by-laws enacted 
in accordance with the Liquor License 
Ordinance in respect of a special 
privilege, that of selling intoxicat- 
ing liquors. e 

The First Jud nt. 

Judgment was given by Mr. Justice 
Stuart for the plaintiff but a deduc- 
tion was made of $41.69 being the 
wmount for the floor space of the 
bar, wine cellar, etc., not assessed, 
leaving $758.31, for which amount 
with costs he gave judment in favor 
of the plaintiff. 

Against this decision an appeal was 
entered by the city and came up tor 
hearing before the Supreme Court en 
banc on March 13th. The vesult wag 
the allowing of the appeal and the 
reversing of the judgment of Mr, 
Justice Stuart with costs against the 
respondents in both the appeal and 
the original action.

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HURRICANE SWEEPS 
WITH TERRIFIC FURY 


Key West, on Florida Coast, Struck 
at Daybreak by a 80 Mile-an-hour 
Storm, Which Raged About Noon— 
Storm Passed Up East Coast. 


Key West, Fla., Oct. 11.—This city 
tonight is a mass of wreckage as a 
result of a West Indian hurricane 
which rushed up from the gulf today, 
At least oneshaif of the island city 
is in ruins tonight. The property 
loss is estimated about $3,000,000, 

The city officials have asked ‘the 
United States government to allow 
the regular troops to ‘be used as guards 
until order ig restored. 

So far as known no hunman lives 
have been lost. 

The property logs is appalling, over 
| ten of ‘the leading cigar factories be- 
{ing in ruins, 

ferrible havoc was wronght on the 
shipping vessels in the harbor, There 
were over 100 vessels at anchor and ot} 
these only a few are left. The others 

{were driven out to seu or cast on the 
beach, The storm struck the city 
with full fury. about day break this 
morving and raged until noon, when 
it suddenly ceased. At times the wind 
blew 90 miles an hour, Late this 
afternoon tho sun was shining and 
the only evidence of the. gulf hur- 
ricane Was the mass of wreckage, The 
storm pafssed up the east coast and 
it is feared what loss of life has been 
great in that section. There are men 
working on the Flagler east coast ex- 
tension, across the Florida Keys, and 
it is impossible to see how they could 
escape. 

The Cyclone in Cuba. 

Havana, Oct. 11.—The most serious 
cyclone, since the pig blow of Octo- 
ber 17, 1996, struck Cuba early this 
bd \oing, causing extensive devas- 
tation throughout the western part of 
the Island. In the eity of Havana 
Many minor buildings were blown 
down or unroofed, almost all the trees 
were uprooted, Five persons were 
killed, one by an electric wire and 
the others by falling buildings, About 
twenty-five persons were injured. 
The greatest damage was dane in the 
harbor, where forty or fifty lighters, 
launches and small tugs were either 
sunk or blown ashore, The Ward 
liner Morro Castle from New York, 
and the Plant line steamer Miami, 
from Key West, arrived safe at Casa 
Blanca this evening. 

The total damage in Havana and 
vicinity is estimated at $1,000,000, 
The great individual loss has been 
caused by the destruction of half of 
the coal construction elevators ‘nu 
Casa Blenca, estimated at $200,000. 
Communication with the interior of 
the Island has been interrupted. 

700 Fatalities Reported. 

New Orleans, Oct. 12—Wireless dis- 
patches this morning report more than 
700 lives lost in Florida Keys in yester- 
day’s hurricane. The property damage 
will run into millions at Key West and 
not a settlement in Florida Keys escap- 
ed.

HON. FRANK OLIVER TO 
AID FIRE SUFFERERS 


Minister of Interior Promises That 
Government “/f!! Provide Free 
Seed to Settlers Who Lost Their 
All in Prairio Fires Northwest of 
Calgary, 


Calgary, Alta., Oct. 11—A. L. Mor- 
tis, of Hutton, interviewed Hon. 
Frank Odiver in regard to sufferers 
from the great prairie fire north of 
Red Deer river last week. Morris ex- 
plained matters to Mr. Oliver, telling 
him of the settlers who had just 
gone in and who have suffered the 
joss of their goods and telling him 
of the hard future they will have with- 
out help. 

Mr. Oliver stated that he fully sym- 
pathized with the sufferers and pro- 
mised that tho government will sup- 
ply seed absolutely free of charge 
to those who have suffered from the 
fire. He promised seed for one year, 
and said that there was a likelihood 
of the government supplying it for 
two years, 

The city council and board of trade 
will combine to render immediate as- 
sistance, It will likely take the form 
of rushing goods to the region ef- 
fected where they will be sold at cost, 
as the people in the majority of cases 
do not look for charity,

PREVIOUS SEASONS 
GREATLY OUTCLASSED 


This is the Greatest Year in the History 
of Western Canada—Grain Movement 
Gives Cause for Congratulation, High 
Quality is Maintained in Recent 
Shipments. 


| 


Winnipeg, Oct. 11.—Proof that the 
crops of 1909 are the largest, finest 
and most valuable ever produced in 
the prairie country may not be .e- 
quired, but it is abundently furnish- 
ed by the statistics already available. 
The inspection figures covering cars 
examined and graded by the Govern- 
ment official may serve as the basis 
of an opinion regarding the worth of 
the farmers’ oatput, and from these 
it is not difficult to deduce the rea- 
sons which have caused a thrill of 
enthusiasm to spread from the Rocky 
Mountains to the great lakes and bacir 
xgain, Dwring September, the _ first 
month of the new crop year, 17,314 
cars of wheat, oats and barley were 
inspected. In other words, nearly 
20,000,000 bushels of grain were ship- 
ped through Winnipeg on the way 
to the markets of eastern Canada and 
the old world. Ten years ago the peo- 
ple of Canada were prepared to coa- 
pratulate themselves if they learned 
that twenty million bushels of graia 
were available ‘for shipment from the 
West in a whole season. It may not 
be necessary to insist that this year’s 
grain takes the palm for quality 4- 
well, but that fact must be borne ‘n 
mind whenever the shipments for ho 
year are under consideration. 

Other Years Outclassed. 

Comparisons with other years seem 
to be of little avail, because the 
figures of previous seasons appear in- 
significant. In September of last year 
it was thought that a prodigious 
movement of grain to the lake ports 
was under way, and the figures of in- 
@pections were received every day 
with surprise. But that month and 
statistics are outclassed. The increase 
in the total number of cars so iar 
this year is more than 60 per cent, 
And the outpouring is only well start- 
ed. Hundreds of farmers in all parts 
of the West are still thrashing, and 
their grain may not come on the mar- 
ket before the middle of November. 
Seme persons have undertaken to say 
that a bumper crop was not grown 
in the West thia year but ,of course, 


their ideas of what constitutes a 
bumper crop may ve peculiar. The 
amount of grain which will pase 


through Winnipeg during the next six 
weeks will furnish a course in edu- 
eetion to these alleged authorities, 
and will give them a fair indication 
of what agricultural development in 
the prairie Provinces during the past 
few yeara has meant, It is not to be 
expected that the rate of increase, 's 
compared with last year, for instance, 
will be maintained by the shipments 
for the balance of the season of navi- 
gation, although continued activity “n 
deliveries may be counted on. The 
high prices are magnetic, and the 
growers are not speculative. 
Great Movement of Weat. 


Wheat. naturally occupies the lead- 
ing place in all the statistics, and the 
coarse grains are still War behind. 
The inspections of wheat for the 
month were 15,254 cars; for the same 


month last year they were 10,351 cars. 
Of this number, 14,190 or a little 
more than 93 per eent., graded con- 
tract. In the lest sixteen days of the 
month the deliveries were larger than 
for the whole month last year. From 
any standpoint of calculation or com- 
parison the wheat movement is de- 
cidedly more satisfactory than in 
previous seasons. Its most important 
feature, however, is its reflection of 
what has happened Yn the districts 
where the grain originates. The 
country as a whéle has made good, 
and it is giving a aemonstration of its 
ability in the matter of productive- 
ness. The huge deliveries 
consignments from practically ‘tl 
parts of the prairie Provinces, east, 
west, south and north. The majority 
of the shipments still come from fan- 
itoba and the eastern portion of Sas- 
katchewan, The big movement from 
the latter Province is in the future. 
The most encouraging consideration, 
of course, is the fact that the grain 
grades so well. When one calculates 
that out of the first sixteen million 
bushels of wheat to be thrown on the 
market fifteen millions are up to con- 
tract requirements in respect to quali- 
ty, there is cause for believing that 
wean parsowtaacel community is doing 
weil. 


include 


No Decline in. Farming. 

It is apparent that the\ fears ex- 
pressed in so many parts of the coun- 
try about the decline in the science 
It may be that the workers in the 
-fields of the West do not make the 
most of their opportunities, and that 
they carry on their business in a way 
which does not lead to the bes re- 
sults. But when they can raise about 
125,000,000 bushels of high-class whe it 
from less than 7,060,000 acres, as they 
have done this year,-they go a long 
way towards justifying the methods 
under which they are operating. The 
*latest official bulletin of the Saskhtch- 
ewan Department of Agriculture in- 
dieates that the average yield of 
wheat in that Province this season is 
21.87 bushels per acre. The probabi- 
lity is that the avesege grade of this 
grein will be No. 2 northern, or «a 
shade better. Truly, when such a 
showing can be made there is not 
much oceasion for alarm over the ag- 
riculiural outlook, The average yield 
last year was 13.68 bushels, and in 
1907 it was 13.52 bushels. In both 
those seasons, however, frost and 
drouth caused much damage in par- 
ticular sections of the Province and 
brought down the average production 
. From present appearances the farmers 
have again reached the high position 
which they occupied five years ago in 
the matter of yields per acre. The 
son was, of course, about five times 
as large as that of 1904, and it woutd 
be netura! to suppose that the pro- 
ductiveness would diminish as the 
acreage expanded, This has not yet 
been demonstrated, and it 18 possible 
that with continued atterftion ‘to 
scientific ideals the farmers will se- 
cure the best possible returns from 
the land which gives them their liv- 
ing.

important part jn the commercial 
drama, the situation with regard to 
oats and barley is distinctly gratify- 
ing. The inspections ox oats last 
month amounted to 1,285 cars, % 
compared with only 62) for the same 
month last vear. An increase of 
over 190 per cent. means something 
The heavier deliveries reflect the in- 
creased attention which the farmers 
in Manitoba in particular are giving 
to the other varietses of grain. When 
the figures of acreage for this Prov- 
ince were publishea in June last, and 
it was seen that there was’ a de- 
crease of 200,000 acres in the area 
sown to wheat, some concern was 
felt, It was believed that Manitoba 
was losing ground #s a whweat-rais- 
ing territor$, and perhaps in geners! 
agriculture. The truth is that wheat 
was neglected, for the time being #t 
least, in favor of oats and darley. The 
farmers realized that with careful »t- 
tention and a fatr amount of luck 
they might do as well with the coarse 
grains, even though wheat should te 
selling at about $1 per bushel. In- 
cidentally they would give the fields 
a rest or a change, and the result 
would probably be beneficial. The in- 
spection figures show that the decis- 
ion was wise. An enormous yield of 
wats and barley has been secured, the 
quality of the grain is excellent, and 
the prices obtained are satisfactory. 
The delieveries of barley for the 
month were 775 cars, as compared 
with 620 last year, an increase ‘t 
about fifty per cent. For this year, 
at any rate, it looks as if Saskatche- 
wan would furnish the greater portion 
of the wheat for export. and Maito- 
ba will come through with the other 
grains. Each of them will do well in 
their respective spheres. It is not ‘o 
be inferred that this Province, which 
gave the name to Canadian hard 
wheat, will not be «a factor in the 
wheat situation. A fairly large crop, 
estimated at about 40,000,000 bushets, 
has been safely harvested, end fully 
three-quarters of this wil) be avail- 
able for export. Oats will probably 
amount to about 50,000,009 bushels 
and barley to 15,000,000 bushels. In 
the same way Savkatchewan’'s claims 
as a producer of oats are not to be 
overlooked, That Province jas rais- 
ed about 100,000,009 bushels of that 
cereal this season, and a large pro- 
portion of the crop will be export- 
ed. This is a year when ‘‘superla- 
tive” figures are necessery in a cou- 
sideration of the western agricultural 
production. 


CLEVER CAPTURE IN B. C. 


One of the Robbers of Truro, N. S., 
* Express Office is Annrehended. 


Vancouver, Oct. 11.—One of the 
desperete robbers who @t noon on 
May 19 entered the office of the Can- 
adian Express company in Truro, N. 
§., and at the point of guns compelled 
the clerks to deliver over to them 
eash and money orders amounting 10 
abont $9,000, is believed to be safely 
vehind the bars here in the person of 
W. L, Burgess, a real estate specula- 
tor of 636 Fender street. Burgess was 
urrested by Wm. Welsh, superintend- 
ant of the Canadian Detective bur- 
eau, following a careful survelience 
lasting over two weeks. 

Burgess’ carelessness in falling miu 
a clever trap by the detective led to 
his capture. He arrived in the city 


several weeks ago end cut a wide 
swath, spending money like water. 
His apparent recklessness in | this 


respect led Welsh to suspect that his 
monéy was not made honestly. The 
man was carefully shadowed day and 
night, In the ame@ntime thirteen of 
the stolen money orders euch — for 
$50 were received by the Express 
companys efter being cashed in this 
city. The detective bureau was _ noti- 
fied of the fact and a still closer sur- 
vellianece was kept on the suspect im 
an endeavor to secure a copy of his 
handwriting. 

Finally one of the members of the 
local ugency bandaged his right hand 
and talked over with Burgess a real 
estate deal, Burgess was prevailed 
upon to write his name and address 
tor the supposedly maimed detective 
The handwriting was carefully com- 
pared by experts with the handwrit- 
ing which signed the name “W. Bb. 
Wallace,” to the alleged stolen money 
orders. .The writing appeared to be 
identical.
